Palace Garden, is the favorite flower of 
the Emperor of Germany is a well-known 
fact. 
The reason why this simple field 


flower should bo preferred by him to 
other and much liner ones may not bo 
so well known. On the oocarion of a 
small fosiivity given at ICoenigsberg, tho 
Emperor's mother, Queen Louise, ap- 
peared in tho presence of several French 
Generals, scut by Napoleon I. to tho 
unhappy Prussian King, in a very sim- 
ple white dress, wearing some of these 
flowers in her hair and a small bunch of 
thorn iu her corstige, much to tlio aston- 
ishment of tho rude warriors, who did 
not hesitate to exchange in a loud whis- 
per derogatory remarks about the plain- 
ness of the toilet. Turning with an in- 
describably sweet yet dignified smile to 
tho Generals, tho Queen said: "Ever 
sinco your horses huvo trodden down 
our cornfields, gentlemen, the pretty 
wild flowers may well bo counted among 
tho rare treasures of my uuhappy coun- 
try." That scene and the flowers con- 
nected with it belonged henceforth to 
tho Emperor's sad but sweot remi- 
niscences of his youthful days. When 
shortly after tho battle of Friedland 
Queon Louise had onSa more to flee 
from Koonigsberg to Momcl, the car- 
riage in which sho traveled with her 
two oldest song, Princes Frederick Will- 
iam and William, lust a wheel on the 
road.

Tlio L.'iiiyiifi!,'*! of Insects, 


An English scientist has rnadD the 


surprising discovery that flies have a 
language of their own, inaudible to un- 
aided human ears, though, no doubt, 
distinctly audible to the ears of insects. 
This is not tho buzzing tone common to 
all flying insects, which is produced by 
the rapid movement of their wings, and 
is but a mere incidental e!l'cct, as mean- 
ingless as aro tho sounds of our foot- 
falls while wo are walking and convers- 
ing with a friend; but it consists of 
other tones made voluntarily, no doubt 
for tho purpose of limited communica- 
tion with ouo another. This discovery 
was made by means of the newly invent- 
ed microphone, while magnifying tho 
tramp of a fly, walking on a table, till it 
sounded as loud as that of a horso pass- 
ing over a wooden bridge. By close 
observation during thcso experiments, 
sounds were heard different from thoso 
of its footfalls and wings, which proved 
to be its trumpeting-ealls, issuing from 
its proboscis, resembling somewhat tho 
distant whinnying of a horse. Such are 
some of the results of that marvelous in- 
strument which acts for the ear of man 
as tho microscopo does for the eye,— 
tlcicnlijio lie porter.

ETIQUETTE OF LETTER WRITING. 


[Tro-m Hill's Manual of Hoclu- ami Busincflol'orins.] 


As a rule every letter, unless insulting 


in its character, requires an answer. 
To neglect to answer a letter when writ- 
ten to is as uncivil us lo neglect to reply 
when spoken l.>. 


In tho reply, acknowledge first tho re- 


ceipt of the letter, mentioning its date, 
and afterward consider all tho points re- 
quiring attention. 


If the letter is to bo very brief com- 


mence sufficiently far from the top of tho 
page to give a nearly equal amount of 
blank paper at the bottom of tho sheet 
when tho letter is ended. 


Should tho matter in tho letter con- 


tinue beyond the first page, it is_well to 
commence a little above the middle of 
the sheet, extending as far as necessary 
on the other page. 


It is thought impolite to use a half- 


sheet of paper in formal letters. As a 
matter of economy and convenience for 
business purposes, however, it is cus- 
tomary to have the card of tho business 
man printed at the top of tho sheet, and 
a single leaf is used. 


In writing a letter the answer to which 


is of more benefit to yourself than to the 
person to -whom yon write, inclose a 
postage stamp for the reply. 


Letters should bo as free from 
era- 


sures, interiiuations, blots and post- 
scripts as possible. It is decidedly bet- 
ter to copy tho letter than to have these 
appear. 
A letter of introduction or recommend- 


ation should never be sealed, as tho 
bearer to whom it is given ought to 
know the contents. 


BUSINESS LETTERS. 


1. In letters oE business use ns few 


words as possible. 


2. Business letters should bo prompt- 


ly answered. 


3. .Use a clear, distinct writing, avoid- 


ing all flourish of penmanship or lan- 
guage. 
4. Come at once to your subject, and 


Btato it so clearly that it will not bo ne- 
cessary to guess your meaning. 


5. Give town, county, Sbato and date 


explicitly. It is frequently ol great im- 
portance to know W/LCII 
a letter waa 


•written. 


6. Bead your letter carefully when 


finished, to see that you have made no 
omissions and no mistakes, 
Also care- 


fully examine your envelope, to seo that 
it is rightly directed, with postage stamp 
affixed. 


7. Copy all business letters, of your 


own, by tand.or with tho copying press 
made for the purpose. 


8. Sond money by draft, postofSco or- 


stuil', 
but 
der or express, always stating in^the let- 
ter tho amount, and by what means 
sent. Thus you have something to show 
for tho money, guaranteeing you against 
loss. 


9. Write date and from whom received 


across the end of each letter, and file for 
future reference, fastening • the letters 
together with rubber bands, or binding 
in a letter file adapted to the purpose.
